FOREWORD 


We appreciate the interest that growers and exhibitors have taken in 
our introductions. They are listed by a number of catalogers and are 
winning many blue ribbons at the shows. It is our sincere endeavor 
to produce the best for exhibition and commercial work. Most of our 
varieties are particularly good for hybridizing: August Moon, Birch 
Red, Black Cherry, Bronze King, Garden Gold, Garnet Glow, and 
Sunset Orange have all given excellent seedlings. Strutter has pro- 
duced by mutation the sensational “FANTASY”, a very heavy textur- 
ed, ruffled and fluted, peach pink with chartreuse spurs on the back. 
Fantasy will be ready for distribution in 1952 and will be a dream 
for corsage and arrangements. It keeps 24 hours out of water. 

We have been propagating most of our varieties by selection for sey- 
eral years, and this selected stock gradually takes its place in dis- 
tribution. Our fields and bulbs are inspected by the N. Y. State, 
Dept. of Agriculture. Bulbs are washed and quickly dried after 
digging. We take great care to furnish the cleanest, healthiest stock 
possible. We will replace or make an adjustment on any stock found 
not true to name. 

Kodachromes of our Glads and seedlings are available to groups 
for meetings, etc. There is no charge except the return postage and 
insurance. Send your requests in early.

((Picardy x Damaris) x Highland Chief Sdl.). 
466 Class. 85 days to bloom. Bonnie Lass is a very clean, pure or- 
chid lavender, with a white blotch diffused into lavender on a single 
lip petal. Midribs are lighter and slightly raised or creased. Petals 
have frilled wavy edges and are of good texture. Attachment is 
good, facing and spacing excellent. The stalk is slender, but very 
strong and always straight. It opens very well in water when cut in 
bud, holds its size to tip, and blooms well from any size bulb. Very 
healthy, and quite prolific, and good germination of bulblets. The 
growth is up to 60” tall, 25” flowerhead, 414” to 5” blooms, 20 buds 
and opens up to 8 This will make a fine show flower and an ex- 
cellent commercial.

PARADE - 

(Picardy x Burma) x Burma. 470 Class. 68 - 70 days 
to bloom. Parade is a Cyclamen purple, with a magenta throat. 
(British Color Chart). It is the earliest purple variety yet introduced. 
The color is very lively and appealing and does not burn in the sun, 
nor has Parade ever produced a crooked spike. Bulblet production 
and germination are excellent. It grows about 50” tall, with 19 - 21 
buds, 8 open and 6 in color. Facing, placement, attachment, vigor 
and health are all good. Parade scored 86.6 points on its “Award of 
Commendation” rating by the Empire State Gladiolus Society Seed- 
ling Committee in 1950.

days to bloom. Garnet Glow is a clean, glistening garnet red self with 
no markings. The florets which are ruffled and wavy, with good sub- 
stance, have excellent facing and spacing, and are very well at- 
tached to the slender strong spike. It makes a beautiful exhibition 
spike that will stand a lot of handling, and does not burn in the sun. 
Garnet Glow grows about 50” tall, with 24” flowerhead, 5” blooms, 
20 buds, and opens 8, with 6 buds in color. Foliage and bulbs ara 
both healthy, and bulblet production good, and germination fair. It 


received 9 blue ribbons in our E.S.G.S. Shows in its first showing 
season (1950).

DESERT DUSK - 

(Lotus x (Mother Machree x Picardy)). Class 
586. 100 days to bloom. Desert Dusk is an eye catching smoky that 
attracts all with its pleasing color, its huge expanse of bloom, and 
its fine overall habits. The color is a smoky slate salmon with a 
blue overcast, and an orange red blotch. The florets have lightly 
frilled edges, good substance, are long lasting, and their facing and 
spacing is excellent. The plant has a strong, straight, medium spike, 
healthy foliage and bulb, and bulblet production and germination is 
fair. The color is similar to Misty Dawn but much livelier. It 
grows up to 57” tall, with 30” flowerhead, 6” blooms, 22 buds, and 
opens 8 in the field. It received the E.S.G.S. Commendation Award 
with a score of 85.3. In 1950 it won 7 Blue Ribbons at N. Y. State 
Shows.

is purest light yellow with no marking or flaking, and the huge 
blooms are round with lightly frilled edges and are of good texture. 
Facing and spacing are very good and attachment is also good. It 
has a very straight, strong, wiry spike and upright green foliage. 
The plant is healthy, and propagation and germination of bulblets is 
fair. It is an excellent show or commercial variety. Performance is 
up to 60” tall, 26” - 28” flowerhead, 61%,” blooms, up to 15 buds, 6 
open. In 1950 August Moon won 6 Blue Ribbons for us at the N. Y. 
State shows that we attended.

_ Cherry, recognized as the best black red in its class, won in 1950, 
eleven Blue Ribbons in our N. Y. State shows alone, bringing its New 
York State total of ‘‘Blues’’ to 27 in 3 years. It never burns in the 
ficld and with ordinary culture grows 50” tall, 24” fl. hd., 6” blooms, 
20 buds, opening 9. It is an easy, healthy grower with plenty of 
bulblets from bulblet stock and small bulbs, but few on large. The 
well placed florets are of good texture, slightly wavy, and well at- 
| tached on a strong, straight stem. It makes a beautiful exhibition 
spike. It is a very good seed and pcellen parent.

this extensively in basket work and for cut flowers. The demand for 
this fine smoky is increasing steadily. It is very healthy.

beautiful and gorgeous deep yellow that we have seen. The color is 
pure clean golden yellow with slightly deeper throat, and without anv 
flaking or foreign color. The florets are of good texture, lightly 
ruffled, and have frilled edges. Facing is excellent and attachment is 
good, on a tall staight and strong spike. The plant and bulb both 
very clean and heaithy. Bulblet production is fairly good but some 
have a double shell which should be peeled or cracked. Germination 
is good. We had spikes in our growing field, without irrigation, that 
grew 67” tall, with 32” flowerhead, 7” blooms, 21 buds, and 6 open.
